Draft To Call 
19.000 In May 


WASHINGTON—UFI—The Defense 
Department issued a May draft 
call for 19,000 men—15,000 for the 
Army and 4,000 for the Marine 
Corps, 
The May call will bring to 1,913,- 
430 the total number of Americans 
drafted or called to duty with the 
armed forces since selective serv­ 
ice was resumed in September, 
1950. 
* 
The Army’s share of the draft 
now totals 832.000. 
The May call 
boosts to 81,430 the number of Ma­ 
rine draftees. 
The May call for 19,000 men is 
for the same number of draftees 
as in April. 


Marine Quotas Filled 
For some months preceding the 
April call, however, the defense 
department had been calling up 
considerably more men. 
In February for instance, the 
draft call was for 52,500 men. 
In 
March 28.600 were called up. 
The defense departm ent said the 
May draftt total is sufficient to 
meet approved manpower goals 
for both Army and Marine Corps. 
The Air Force and the Navy have 
relied on volunteers for their man­ 
power. 
The Marine Corps began 
drafting recruits last August, l l 
months after the Army resumed 
drafting. 
The Army expects to have about 
1.558.000 men in uniform by June 
30. 
Marine Corp plans for the 
same date call for 235,320. 
The Marines said recently they 
hope to quit drafting by July. 
Spokesmen explained the volunteer 
recruiting has been picked up con­ 
siderably in recent months. 


Casualties Drop 
Both the Army and Marines have 
reported an increase in the reen­ 
listments by men who volunteered 
or were drafted shortly after the 
outbreak of hostilities in Korea. 
Another factor entering into the 
smaller draft calls this spring is 
the decrease in battle casualties 
in Korea, which have been aver­ 
aging about 300 weekly for several 
months during the lull which has 
attended the protracted negotia­ 
tions for a military armistice.

area, Com. A. D. Engel and Lt. 
W. H. Wilmot of the Coast Guard 
helicopter, reported back to the 
Mackinaw to await orders from 
district headquarters in Cleve­ 
land. 
The decision reached in the Lake 
Carriers-Coast Guard conference 
in Cleveland will be relayed to 
them today, ordering them to eith­ 
er proceed or postpone breaking 
activities. 
Fishermen in the Delta-Meno- 
minee area had previously en­ 
joined the Coast Guard to delay 
breaking ice here because of the 
exceedingly heavy draws of smelt 
being made in the waters. The 
season is now at the peak with 
volume steadily increasing. 
Despite their request, the Coast 
Guard notified Hugh Grow 
last 
week that the Mackinaw would 
move into the Escanaba area to­ 
day. 
Because of the threatened steel 
strike, the pressure for early open­ 
ing of navigation to move iron ore 
to the steel mills has eased some­ 
what. 
Ice in Bay de Noc is still 24 
inches thick and is in sound con­ 
dition.

Kefauver Victory May 
Smoke Out H STs Plan 
rp H E Democratic regulars in New H am p - 
shire must be a pretty u nh appy lot 
these days. The man they snickered at, 
Senator K efauver of Tennessee, m oved in­ 
to their bailiwick and stole the prim ary 
honors from President Trum an w ith little 
more than am ateur support. 
When K efauver put himself in th a t race, 
the organization Democrats said he would 
not win a delegate of the 12 at stak e and 
would get no more than 30 per cent of the 
party popular vote. 
But th e senator confounded them, 
even 
before th e voting occurred. 
He w e n t up 
and dow n the state shaking hands, th ro w ­ 
ing snowballs at kids, making friends with 
his frank, direct appeal for backing. A lot 
of eager though 
unschooled 
D em ocrats 
w ere d raw n to his banner. 
The regulars got worried. They opened a 
headquarters and began to pour on the 
coal. 
The conviction was that K efau ver 
now m ight do better than expected in the 
popular polling but that he would still be 
blanked on delegates. 
As it happened, the organization did not 
go far enough in accommodating itself to 
the realities. K efauver got better th a n 50 
per cent of the vote, beating Mr. T ru m an 
by close to 5000, and captured all 12 of the 
delegates. 
This 
doesn’t 
mean 
the P resident is 
through. He can have the Democratic nom ­ 
ination any time he speaks for it. 
B ut it 
does suggest that there is more than ordi­ 
nary dissatisfaction with the trend of ad ­ 
m inistration affairs in Washington, despite 
K efauver's disclaimer on that point. 
It 
m ay 
indicate that the Dem ocrats 
would like to see some new faces an d hear 
some new ideas in the top ranks of their 
party. 
T he 
readiness 
with w hich New 
H am pshire citizens took to K efauver points 
that way. Since his TV fame had m ad e lit­ 
tle im pact there, he was a virtual stran ger 
to the state until he began cam paigning. 
lf the President already has m ade up his 
mind to run, this event will 
not 
likely 
•bange his mind. He can argue that it sim ­ 
ply reflects the fact Kefauver cam paigned 
and he didn't. 
Should he be undecided, K efauver's win 
might arouse his dander and convince him 
he must run. O r it might be taken as the 
handwriting on the wall, and turn his mind 
definitely tow ard retirement. 
K efauver i6 entered in the W isconsin 
prim ary April 
I under h i g h ly 
f a v o r a b l e 
circumstances. He is opposed by tw o fav- 
orite-son slates standing in for Mr. T ru ­ 
man, but the favorite sons are little know n 
and the division of the Trum an vote be­ 
tween them seems sure to benefit K e­ 
fauver. 
A w eek afterward. Kefauver gets a bal­ 
lot test in populous Illinois, w h ere he has 
no opposition in the preferential prim ary. 
A healthy vote might add to his convention 
leverage, even though it would assure him 
no delegates. The Illinois prim ary is purely 
advisory, and delegate selections are under 
the organization (pro-T rum an) thum b. 
To be sure, there is one place w h e re K e­ 
fauver could stumble. In N e b r a s k a ’s race, 
also April I, he is opposed by S enator K err 
of Oklahoma, who is reported 
to 
have 
m arked strength in the plains states. 
A sharp defeat at K err’s hands would 
probably finish Kefauver. But a victory or 
a narrow loss, combined with good show ­ 
ings in the other states discussed, would 
put Mr. T rum an on a real spot. He m ight 
find things getting rapidly out of h an d It 
is nor easy to try to pick a successor whiie 
some other candidate is running around 
hanging up clear triumphs at the polls. 
Consequently, 
the most definite points 
that can be made about the D em ocratic re ­ 
sult in New Hampshire are that it suggests 
a decline in the President’s popularity even 
among his own party, and it 
m ay 
help 
force his hand on the issue of declaring 
his 1952 intentions.

A MILLION WISCONSIN FISHERMEN 
(Green Bay Prese-Gasette) 
A statistic in the news the other day 
should have given the great community of 
Wisconsin outdoor lovers and conserva­ 
tionists pause. More than a million fisher­ 
men last year w ere licensed to ply the w a­ 
ters of Wisconsin for game fish, according 
to an official report. 
The exact total of 
1951 permit sales was 1,029.355. Since there 
are some fisherm en who are not required 
to take out licenses, and because it is a fair 
presumption that there are some violators 
who aie ignoring the requirements, we can 
deduce from the steady upward trend iii 
licensing during recent years tl\at soon an 
army of anglers approximately half the 
population of the state will be casting flies 
and plugs and dunking bait in our lakes 
and streams. 
What that means to 1he future of oui 
popular outdoors sport is not difficult to 
estimate. The lesson is implicit 
in 
the 
steadily stiffening regulations of the last 
several decades with respect to methods of 
fishing, seasons, bag limits and size limits. 
As the pressure becomes more severe, the 
rules must be tightened to preserve oppor­ 
tunities for all. 
Fishing in the future will be an invigor­ 
ating, challenging and uplifting diversion 
with emphasis upon sport rather than a 
means of fetching food to the pan. The ob­ 
vious meaning of the current statistcis has 
perhaps been lost upon those bellicose in­ 
dividuals who profess to want more le­ 
nient rules, such as the repeal of the rule 
against trolling with a motor.

W ASHINGTON—A group of steel execu­ 
tives sat in OPS headquarters the other 
day listening to OPS officials explain a 
nice new price formula by which the steel 
companies would get a price increase un­ 
der the Capehart amendment. 
Most of the steel executives looked bor­ 
ed, twiddled their fingers, gazed out the 
window. 
Reason for looking out the window was 
not the approach of spring on the mall 
outside, but because A has become appar­ 
ent that the steel industry is not going to 
accept a modest price increase merely un­ 
der the Capehart amendment but wants a 
larger price increase above and beyond 
this to compensate for a pending 
wage 
boost. 
So what the bored looks on steel execu­ 
tives’ faces meant was that the American 
steel industry is heading for one of the 
biggest strikes the nation has seen in the 
last decade. 
ISM CENT WAGE BOOST 
Mere are the factors which m ake that 
strike just about as certain as the setting 
of the sun tonight: 
1. The Wage Stabilization Board is rec­ 
ommending a wage increase 
for 
steel 
w orkers of about fifteen and a half cents 
an hour. This increase is based on accept­ 
ed cost-of-living indexes and the fact that 
other workers, such as 
General 
Motors, 
have enjoyed regular wage boosts while 
steel w orkers have been tied down with a 
long-term contract. 
2. The Office of Price Stabilization will 
oppose any price boost to compensate for 
this wage increase. 
OPS will permit a price increase under 
the C apehart amendment which probably 
will average out at around 
$2.49 
a 
ton. 
However, the Capehart am endm ent covers 
cost of production increases only between 
the start of the Korean war and July 1951. 
It does not include cost of production in­ 
creases since last July. Therefore, the rec­ 
ommended wage boost is not covered by 
the C apehart amendment. 
That was why steel executives looked 
so bored when they met with OPS offi­ 
cials last week.

Although progress in obstetrics has been 
extensive, the toxemias of pregnancy have 
remained largely unconquered, and about 
six out of ten women who are preg nant 
wdl have some trouble of this nature. 
Toxemias of pregnancy are r e s p o n s i b l e 
for about 1.000 maternal deaths a n n u a l l y 
in the United Slates, and a p p r o x i m a t e l y 
30.000 infants wrho are still-born. 
Theie 
are 
several k i n d s of p r e g n a n c y 
toxemias, but they ane usually divided in ­ 
to the acute, including a p r e e c l a m p s i a and 
eclampsia, and the chronic, or high blood 
pressure type. 
They are characterized by one or more 
of the following signs: high blood p r e s s u r e , 
fluid or edema of the tissues, e x c e r t ; ' n ox 
albumin or protein in the jurine, and, in 
•ever# cases, convulsions, or unconscious­ 
ness. 
As stated previously, the toxem ia* 
pres.nancy may carry grave risks for both 
anoli.*r and child. The fact thai toxemias 


do exist is one of the principle reasons why 
a woman who is pregnant should visit her 
physician at fairly frequent intervals, espe­ 
cially during the latter portion of the preg­ 
nancy- 
Those w ho do this—and all should—are 
familiar with the fact that the visit to the 
doctor aimost invariably Includes having 
the blood pre>sure taken, taking the weight 
of the mother, and sending a sample of 
urine to the laboratory.

EAKLY DETECTION NEEDED 
Many lives have been saved by catching 
signs of toxem ia of pregnancy early 
and 
sometimes by bringing about an earliti 
than expected delivery. The appearance of 
signs of toxemia in one pregnancy 
may 
carry an additional risk in the subsequent 
pregnancies, but on this question, each case 
must be judged on the basis of all the in­ 
dividual circumstances. 
The 
chief point which cannot be too 
much emphasized is that complete obstetri­ 
cal care involves mo -e than just the de­ 
livery ai th*! infant alout.

But oui cousins across tho sea, as oui 
fellow-users ot the English language ha\ f 
been called, do have contractions and ab ­ 
breviations that look and sound strange to 
us. Our women-folk w'ould never think of 
speaking of a perm anent wave as a ‘perm 
It sounds flippant.

The Georgia Peach’s tirade in 
Life sugests rath er strongly that 
today’s crop of m ajor leaguers are 
a flock of bum s, for the m ost p art; 
that the hallowed gam e has lost 
its quaint purity, and that things 
just generally ain’t w hat they used 
to be when he was a boy. 
Especially in the last category is 
the 
old 
diam ond 
devil 
correct 
Things have changed around these 
parts considerably since he dived 
feet first from the m inors in 1905 
and it is not iillogical to assum e 
that baseball m ay have changed 
with it. 
The horseless carriage 
and 
the 
aeroplane 
m ay 
have 
worked greater changes on the 
world than we yet suspect, includ­ 
ing the ability of short stops to go 
to their left. 
Sometimes I wonder what ever 
happened to the a rt of accurate 
tobacco-spitting, a craft in which 
m ost grown m en and quite a few 
sm all boys w ere exceedingly pro­ 
ficient some years ago, but which 
no longer seem s to be requisite to 
the social graces. 
It is possible 
that it went thesway of the em ery 
ball, the shine ball, the rock-hard 
diam ond and the 10-day blue shirt 
as a badge of the baseball player. 
Baseball’s Thuggish Days 
In Mr. Cobb’s day, or so Pappy 
Clark Griffith used to tell me, ball­ 
players wore thuggish caps and 
were often not allowed in the bet­ 
ter 
hotels. 
They 
cam e largely 
from the plowed ground of* tiny 
towns, and were regarded socially 
as som ewhere between poolroom 
h a b i t s and prize fighters. 
They 
gave all their tim e to baseball be­ 
cause there w asn’t much else for 
them to do or m any other places 
they were welcome. 
They becam e proficient in all 
the sneaky artifices of pitching 
subterfuge and hoodlumized con­ 
duct on the diam ond, because they 
were rough men from a rough 
backgrounnd, m aking slim wages 
in a m ean, dog-bitten sport that 
was played m ore like a w ar than a 
gam e. They saved every cent they 
m ade, paid no taxes, and were 
able to retire on the earnings of a 
few years. 
The retirem ent incen­ 
t i v e itself is absent today, due to 
taxes, and the off-season labors 
which Mr. Cobb so abhors are 
necessary if the athlete intends to 
eat after he can’t run out a hit 
any more. 
The badge of proficiency then 
was the iron-man pitching stunt, 
and tight, strategic ball played as 
dirty as they could get away with. 
The way the oldsters tell m e it was 
pretty grim , with few elem ents of 
sportsm anship evident to counter­ 
balance the bean ball and the up- 
flung spiked foot. 
A m an had to 
stay in fighting condition to sur­ 
vive. 
Times Have Changed 
It is a little ridiculous for any 
old m an to become so caught up 
in old, embellished m em ories of 
his youth that he can righteously 
condemn a youngster in a differ­ 
ent sport as a poor practitioner, 
yet Cobb lavishly condemns Joe 
DiMaggio and Ted Williams, 
He 
does it without considering that 
they were not paid fabulous sal­ 
aries to bunt, or to endanger their 
livelihood 
by 
on-field 
rowdyism 
that could pay off in serious injury. 
DiMag got his IOO g’s and Williams 
got his chunk for belting that ball 
as far and as often as possible. 
Cobb’s right about baseball hav­ 
ing one off as a precision sport, 
for it has long been a battle of the 
home run, with pitchers as pawns 
rather than principals. 
But you 
still get the superb 1-0 extra-inning 
throwing 
perform ances 
of 
his 
youth, and you still see an occa­ 
sional base-clearing effort that will 
•rase many a mem ory of a judi­ 
cious bunt. 
When Mr. Cobb entitles his piece, i 
"They Don’t Play Baseball Any | 
More,)’ he is right when he refers 
to the gam e of his hey day. 
They 
don't box bare-knuckle any more, 
either, and you see so few horses 
used as common carriers. 
I also 
b e l i e v e the bow-and-arrow is 
thought to be passe as a method of 
w arfare, but we still have wars, 
and they have become no less 
popular with the m asses.

Story Of His Rise 
To Presidency Told 
By Ex-Haberdasher 


WASHINGTON — LF)— M. J. 
Pendergast came into my store 
one day and asked me if I’d like 
to run for eastern judge. 
I told him I’d be delighted to 
do so. 
He didn’t know I was 
busted.” 


W ith this m atter-of-fact begin­ 
ning, President T rum an tells in a 
book published today the story— 
the “fantastic” story, as he calls 
it—of his rise from haberdasher 
to President. 
The book, “Mr. President,” w rit­ 
ten by radio com m entator W illiam 
Hillm an from m aterial supplied 
by Trum an, stresses it'w a s M. J. 
(“M ike” ) Pendergast, and not his 
b rith e r T. J. (“Boss Tom ” ) Pen­ 
dergast, who brought him into 
politics. 
T. J. Pendergast w ent to prison 
m any years later for incom e tax 
fraud, and T rum an’s political ene­ 
mies have m ade m uch of the P re­ 
sident’s connections w ith the K an­ 
sas City political orgaftization. 
Store On The Rocks 
T rum an apologizes for nothing 
in the account he gives, in his own 
word, in “Mr. President.” 
He says the haberdashery run 
by him self and Eddie Jacobson 
was on the rocks w hen Mike Pen­ 
dergast — father 
of 
T rum an’s 


World War One friend, Jim Pen­ 
dergast—approached him on the 
subject of becoming a candidate 
in 1922. 
“Our creditors drove Eddie into 
bankruptcy,” Trum an says, “but 
I became a public official and they 
couldn’t do that to me.” 
The Jackson county “judgeship” 
to which Trum an was elected ac­ 
tually was the non-judicial post 
of county commissioner. 
Backed By Bose Tom 
And the President says he filled 
it so honestly and so capably that 
several state and federal grand 
juries which went over his re­ 
cord “with a fine tooth comb” 
couldn’t find a thing to criticize. 
Trum an says his first contact 
with Tom Pendergast came in 
1927—five years after his election 
to the county post. 
At that time, he says, Pender­ 
gast backed up his refusal to give 
certain politically-connected con­ 
tractors the “inside track” on road 
building work. 
Trum an goes on 
to say he’s 
been instrumental in setting up a 
Congressional district which, he 
felt, would have sent him to the 
•House of Representatives for the 
rest of his life. 
But in 1934, he says, he was 
“maneuvered” into 
running for 


the Senate and was elected easily 
on a new deal platform. 
Contrary Missourian 
Trum an says Tom Pendergast— 
who ran the Kansas City organiza­ 
tion while his brother Mike ran 
Democratic affairs in the rest of 
Jackson county—made only one 
effort to influence him as a Sen­ 
ator. 
Jam es A. Farley, then Demo­ 
cratic national chairman, phoned 
Pendergast 
and 
asked 
him 
to 
“tell” Trum an to vote for Alben 
W. Barkley 
of 
Kentucky— now 
vice president—in a contest for 
Senate majority leader, T rum an 
says. 
When 
Pendergast relayed the 
message, 
Truman says 
he 
told 
him he already was committed 
to vote for Sen. Pat Harrison of 
Mississippi, and he quotes Pen­ 
dergast as saying: 
“I told Jim that if you were 
committed you’d stand by your 
commitment because you are a 
contrary Missourian.” 
Trum an gives this appraisal of 
Pendergast: 
“In his prime he was a clear 
thinker and understood political 
situations 
and 
how 
to 
handle 
them. 
His word was better than 
the contracts of most businessmen. 
His physical breakdown in 1936 
got him into serious trouble. 
“I never deserted him when he 
needed friends x x x and I am 
President of the United States in 
my own right!”

Legislative Pay 
Raise Criticized 


LANSING— (ZP) —Senator Elm ­ 
er R. P orter (R-Blissfield), bring­ 
ing the golden rule to the Senate, 
proposed last night to block a pay 
raise granted to the legislature. 
The $l,000-a-year increase in 
expenses and salary was voted by 
the Legislature last year, but was 
not to be effective until the 1953 
Legislature takes office because of 
a constitutional bar to raising pub­ 
lic officials’ salaries during the 
t°rm s for which they were elect­ 
ed. 
"We can’t sit 
here 
and 
talk 
economy and not practice R our­ 
selves,” Porter said. 
He is chairman of the Senate 
appropriations committee which 
has taken the lead in cutting off 
funds for a pay raise granted state 
employes by the 
Civil 
Service 
commission. 
Porter’s bill would hold the Leg­ 
islature to its present salary of 
$2,400 and $500 expenses. The law 
he attacked would raise each of 
the 132 lawmakers to $2,900 sala­ 
ry and $1,000 expenses. 
The Senate passed two House- 
approved measures to crackdown 
on hunters who shoot their fel­ 
lows in the woods.

Shortages Found 
The bank was closed last fall 
after the Halloween 
suicide 
of 
bank partner and cashier 
Ford 
Beacom. Depositors have been told 
that auditors found shortages of 
“just 
under. $90,000” after Bea- 
com’s death. 
The partners had proposed that 
depositors be paid off “just 
un­ 
der” 50 cents on the dollar. 
Last night Anderson accused the 
partners of “transferring and con­ 
cealing certain assets that were 
properly a part of some of the 
partners’ 
personal 
fortune that 
conceivably should be reached by 
the depositors.” 
Financial statements of some of 
the partners, Anderson 
charged 
“were sketchy, incomplete and in­ 
adequate.” 
Anderson said assets of the bank 
should have been taken immedi­ 
ately under the control of Receiv­ 
er Harold McGauley and ‘should 
have been “enjoined by court or­ 
der from dissipation.”

McGauley, as receiver, has ask­ 
ed the court for

the body, like plasma. 
Dr. Max Strum bia, director of

Sharp 
Research 
Foundation, said over the w eek­ 
end th at the globin could be pro­ 
duced m ore cheaply than plasm a. 
He added that its use would in­ 
crease the protein yield of each 
blood donation by 
“m ore 
than 
three tim es.’’

1949. The influx is still proceeding 
at the rate of about 15.000 to 20,000 
G erm ans m onthly from the Soviet 
zone and of some 1,500 non-G er­ 
mans from sattelite nations. 


The rapid influx of so great a 
num ber of inhabitants gives rise 
to difficulties of all kinds, since 
integration into economic, social, 
cultural and political life requires 
the com plete readaption of all in­ 
stitutions and laws.
